Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  upon  the 
Vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary  Work  of  your  district  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1951. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


POPULATION. 

There  was  an  increase  of  170  in  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of 
population  from  21,720  in  1950  to  21,890  in  1951. 


BIRTH  RATE. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  showed  a  decline,  being 
17-2  in  1951  and  17-9  in  1950.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  per 
1,000  population  was  15-5  in  1951. 

The  still  birth  rate  showed  an  increase  from  0-35  per  1,000  population 
in  1950  to  0-64  in  1951. 

There  were  eight  still  births  in  1950  and  14  in  1951. 

There  were  13  illegitimate  births  in  1951  compared  with  14  in  1950. 
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GENERAL  DEATH  RATE. 


This  rate  showed  a  decrease  from  12-9  in  1950  to  10-05  per  1,000 
population  in  1951.  There  were  220  deaths  in  1951  compared  with  282 
in  1950. 

The  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  11-6  per  1,000  population  in 
1950  and  12-5  in  1951. 


NATURAL  INCREASE  OF  THE  POPULATION. 

The  number  of  births  in  excess  of  deaths  in  1951  was  157,  and  in 
1950  it  was  108. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  death  rate  of  all  infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  live 
births  was  34-5.  This  figure  showed  a  decrease  from  48-7  in  1950. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  29-6  per  1,000  live  births  com¬ 
pared  with  29-8  for  1950. 

There  were  13  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  in  1951  com¬ 
pared  with  19  in  1950  and  12  in  1949. 

The  number  of  neo-natal  deaths  showed  a  decrease  of  seven  in  195 1^ 
approximately  a  50  per  cent,  decrease  on  the  neo-natal  deaths  of  1950. 
This  was  a  most  welcome  decline,  as  the  neo-natal  deaths  had  become  the 
“  hard  core  ”  of  the  infant  mortality  rate. 

Deaths  from  “  prematurity  ”  as  a  main  or  contributing  cause  of 
neo-natal  death  dropped  from  seven  in  1950  to  three  in  1951.  There  were 
no  deaths  from  “  cranial  haemorrhage  ”  among  the  neo-natal  deaths  of 
1951  compared  with  two  in  1950. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  after  the  first  month 
of  life  was  similar  in  both  years,  seven  in  1951  and  six  in  1950. 

None  of  these  seven  deaths  had  “  gastro-enteritis  ”  as  a  chief  cause, 
whereas  in  1950  there  were  three. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  was  one  death  from  “  maternal  causes  ”  registered  in  1951. 
The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  in  1951  was  0-79  per  1,000  total  (live 
and  still)  births,  and  that  for  this  district  was  0-25  per  1,000  total  (live  and 
still)  births. 
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INDIVIDUAL  CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 


In  1951  the  number  of  deaths  from  “  heart  and  circulatory  diseases  ” 
was  86  compared  with  a  total  of  97  in  1950,  a  decrease  of  11. 

This  decrease  was  in  the  group  classified  as  due  to  “  coronary 
diseases,  angina  ”  ;  there  being  30  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1951  and  41 
in  1950. 

Deaths  classified  as  from  “  vascular  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  ” 
also  showed  a  decrease  from  33  in  1950  to  22  in  1951. 

There  was  a  decided  fall  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  “  malignant 
neoplasm  55  from  45  in  1950  to  22  in  1951. 

This  decrease  was  shown  in  four  classified  sites  of  the  disease. 

In  the  group  “  malignant  neoplasm  of  the  stomach  ”  there  was  a 
decrease  of  three,  in  that  of  the  “  lung  and  bronchus  ”  a  decrease  of  four, 
in  lhat  of  “  the  breast  ”  a  decrease  of  seven,  and  in  the  group  “  other 
malignant  and  lymphatic  neoplasm  ”  a  decrease  of  10. 

Deaths  from  “  leukaemia  ”  increased  by  three  in  1951. 

Deaths  from  “  respiratory  diseases  ”  (other  than  tuberculosis) 
showed  a  slight  increase  to  28  in  1951  from  26  in  1950.  Those  from 
“  bronchitis  ”  increased  slightly  to  20  in  1951  from  14  in  1950,  and  those 
from  “  pneumonia  ”  decreased  by  six. 

Under  the  classification  of  deaths  from  “  all  other  accidents  ”  (other 
than  motor  vehicle  accidents)  there  was  a  decrease  of  six  in  1951. 

There  were  five  deaths  classified  as  due  to  “  ulcer  of  the  stomach  and 
duodenum  ”  compared  with  none  in  1950. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  mortality  rate  for  the  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  forms  of 
the  disease  showed  a  decided  fall  in  1951  to  0-27  per  1,000  population  from 
0-46  in  1950. 

The  mortality  rate  for  this  district  in  1951  was  below  that  for  England 
and  Wales,  which  was  0-31  per  1,000  population. 

In  1950  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0-36  per  1,000  population. 

The  fall  was  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  pulmonary  form  of 
the  disease  from  nine  deaths  in  1950  to  five  in  1951,  a  drop  of  three  in 
males  and  one  in  females. 

This  fall  of  approximately  45  per  cent,  is  a  very  welcome  one  indeed 
and  reflects  the  value  of  the  newer  antibiotics  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 
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The  total  number  of  primary  notifications  showed  a  slight  increase 
to  45  in  1951  from  41  in  1950. 

The  increase  was,  however,  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  the 
non-pulmonary  form  of  the  disease  to  10  in  1951  from  four  in  1950,  the 
increase  being  mainly  noticeable  in  the  15  to  25  years  of  age  group,  where 
there  was  an  increase  of  four. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  of  the  pulmonary  form  of  the 
disease  decreased  by  two,  from  37  in  1950  to  35  in  1951. 

Those  of  males  remained  at  21  primary  notifications  for  both  years 
and  those  of  females  decreased  from  16  in  1950  to  14  in  1951. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES— 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year 
was  759  compared  with  378  in  1950. 

There  was  a  rise  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  to  33  cases  in  1951 
from  19  in  1950.  The  disease  was  generally  of  a  very  mild  type. 

During  1951  the  rise  in  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  both  whooping 
cough  and  measles  was  considerable.  The  number  of  cases  of  whooping 
cough  notified  increased  to  212  in  1951  from  68  in  1950.  The  cases 
occurred  during  the  months  April  to  July,  with  a  peak  period  in  June. 

During  the  months  April  to  June,  with  a  peak  period  in  May,  there 
were  455  cases  of  measles  notified  compared  with  195  in  1950.  There 
was  one  infant  death  from  this  cause. 

The  previous  peak  year  showing  a  rise  in  incidence  of  v/hooping 
cough  and  measles  was  1948,  when  171  cases  of  wiiooping  cough  and  300 
cases  of  measles  wrere  notified. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession  there  was  no  case  of  diphtheria 
notified.  The  table  in  the  statistical  section  of  the  report  is  of  great 
interest  as  it  shows  the  decrease  in  the  incidence  and  deaths  from  diphtheria 
as  the  number  of  immunised  children  has  increased. 

One  case  (male)  of  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  notified  in  August. 

There  were  37  notifications  of  acute  pneumonia  received  during  the 
year  compared  with  59  in  1950. 

A  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  notified  in  May,  1951.  The  case  w7as  an 
isolated  one,  and  investigation  showed  little  likelihood  of  the  infection 
having  occurred  in  this  district.  Contacts  of  the  case,  eight  in  all,  proved 
negative.  The  infection  was  fortunately  of  a  mild  type. 
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During  the  year  seven  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  were  notified  com¬ 
pared  with  23  during  the  previous  year.  Routine  investigation  of  all 
affected  households  was  carried  out,  and  134  stool  specimens  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination. 

Six  cases  of  food  poisoning  (Salmonella  Typhimurium)  were  notified 
during  1951.  One  case  in  August  was  a  child  visitor  from  London  and 
proved  to  be  an  isolated  case. 

From  September  to  October  five  cases  were  notified,  involving  three 
families  (two  in  Newburn  and  one  in  Throckley).  The  original  case  was 
a  baby  who,  after  a  severe  illness,  eventually  made  a  good  recovery  in 
hospital.  Six  out  of  11  contacts  were  found  to  be  positive  excretors  and 
were  kept  under  observation  dll  clear. 

Investigations  were  made  in  several  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning. 
These  proved  negative. 

A  lecture  entitled  “  Their  Health  is  in  Your  Hands  ”  was  given  in 
Newcastle  on  March  6th,  1951,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education.  Some  80  food  handlers  in  this  district  were 
invited  to  attend  the  lecture,  which  proved  to  be  very  instructive. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  (children  0-5  years),  at  the  schools  (children  5-15  years),  and  by 
the  General  Practitioners  of  the  district.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
reinforcing  injections  at  suitable  intervals. 

At  December  31st,  1951,  83  per  cent,  of  the  total  child  population 
had  been  immunised  at  some  time  during  their  life  compared  with  a 
figure  of  84  per  cent,  in  1950. 

The  percentage  of  immunised  children  under  five  years  of  age  was 
61  per  cent,  as  compared  with  62  per  cent  in  1950  and  59  per  cent,  in  1949. 

The  percentage  of  immunised  children,  5-15  years,  remained  at  98 
per  cent,  in  1951  as  in  1950. 

The  following  are  some  recent  figures  and  observations  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

“  The  mortality  and  incidence  of  diphtheria  throughout  the  country 
continues  to  fall.  In  1951  deaths  numbered  34  (provisional)  against  a 
yearly  average  of  about  2,800  between  1930  and  1940.  Notifications 
(uncorrected)  were  1,983  compared  with  a  yearly  average  of  55,000  in  the 
same  decade.  This  virtual  elimination  of  the  disease  has  tended  to  make 
parents  and  the  general  public  dangerously  unmindful  of  the  disease  as 
very  few  have  now  first-hand  knowledge  of  it.” 
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It  is  very  important  that  every  effort  be  made  to  impress  the  point 
that  this  virtual  elimination  is  by  no  means  absolute  but  is  “  conditional 
upon  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  level  of  immunisation  ” 
especially  during  the  first  year  of  life  and  its  reinforcement  at  suitable 
intervals. 

During  the  year  389  children  completed  a  full  course  of  primary 
immunisation,  365  of  the  children  were  under  five  years  of  age  and  24 
from  5-15  years.  A  total  of  443  children  received  a  reinforcing  injection 
during  the  year. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX. 

During  1951,  106  primary  vaccinations  and  15  re- vaccinations  were 
done  by  general  practitioners  compared  with  81  primary  vaccinations 
and  27  re-vaccinations  in  1950. 


GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Ambulance  Service. 

This  service,  now  under  the  control  of  the  Northumberland  County 
Council,  has  a  station  at  Newburn  which  covers  not  only  the  Urban 
District  but  the  adjacent  parts  of  the  South  Area  and  works  in  conjunction 
with  the  Gosforth,  Prudhoe,  and  Ponteland  Stations.  There  are  six 
drivers  and  a  driver-in-charge. 

During  the  year  1951  ambulances  of  the  Newburn  Station  made 
3,309  journeys,  carried  11,070  patients,  of  whom  1,198  were  stretcher 
cases  and  545  accident  or  emergency  cases,  and  did  a  total  of  92,958  miles. 

Home  Help  Service. 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Northumberland  County  Council 
through  the  South  Area  Health  Administration. 

During  the  year  1951,  142  people  resident  in  this  district  received  the 
services  of  a  Home  Help  compared  with  125  during  1950.  The  cases 
included  47  of  illness,  56  aged  and  infirm  people,  16  of  confinement,  13 
following  operation  and  discharge  from  hospital,  two  following  accidents, 
three  tubercle,  two  blind  cases,  two  of  paralysis,  and  one  problem  family. 

Hospitals. 

There  is  one  hospital  in  the  district,  the  Lemington  Hospital,  which 
admits  aged  chronic  patients.  The  hospital  is  controlled  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

Patients  from  this  area  are  admitted  to  hospitals  of  the  Newcastle  and 
Hexham  groups  of  hospitals,  and  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted 
to  Walker  Gate  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases. 
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Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Northumberland  County  Council. 
Five  nurse/midwives  are  resident  in  the  district,  two  at  Throckley,  two 
at  Lemington,  and  one  at  Westerhope. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services. 

This  service  is  now  administered  by  the  Northumberland  County 
Council.  There  are  four  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  in  the 
district,  one  at  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  Mayfield  Avenue, 
Throckley,  one  at  the  Presbyterian  Church  Hall,  Middlegate,  West 
Denton,  one  at  the  Methodist  School  Hall,  Lemington,  and  one  at 
“  Lindisfarne,”  Stamfordham  Road,  Westerhope.  There  are  regular 
sessions  for  babies  and  children,  expectant  mothers,  and  dental  treatment. 

Housing. 

At  the  end  of  1951  there  were  1,126  applicants  for  Council  houses, 
593  sub-tenants,  407  tenants,  and  126  aged  persons. 

During  the  year  85  houses  had  been  built  by  this  Council  and  10 
privately. 

The  total  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council  since  1945  to 
December,  1951,  was  741. 

Eight  applicants  with  a  case  history  of  tuberculosis  were  rehoused  in 
1951  as  in  1950,  and  three  are  awaiting  allocation. 

In  spite  of  good  progress  made  by  the  Council  in  building  new  houses 
during  the  past  few  years,  the  housing  problem  still  remains  acute. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Burial  or  Cremation  of  the  Dead — Section  50. — There  was  no  action 
taken  under  this  section  during  the  year. 

Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  need  of  Care  and  Attention — 
Section  47. — On  October  11th,  1951,  action  was  taken  under  the  Amend¬ 
ment  Act  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  and  a  female  living  in 
insanitary  circumstances  and  in  need  of  care  and  attention  was  removed 
to  the  Home  of  the  “  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor  ”  in  Sunderland,  on  a 
Magistrate’s  Order,  for  a  period  of  three  weeks.  From  the  Home  she  was 
admitted  to  a  Sunderland  Hospital  and  subsequently  returned  home, 
where  she  was  provided  with  some  domestic  help. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938 — Section  15  (By-laws). 

By-laws  under  this  section  were  formally  adopted  by  the  Council  on 
July  7th,  1950,  as  previously  reported.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to 
their  enforcement  during  regular  visits  made  to  all  food  premises  by  the 
Sanitary  Officers. 

No  statutory  action  was  necessary. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 


The  details  under  this  section  have  been  compiled  by  Mr.  Corney, 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members

Dear  Madam, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  ended  December  31st, 
1951. 


HOUSING. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  in  connection  with  housing  was 
greater  than  in  previous  years  but  the  number  of  defects  to  be  remedied 
was  smaller.  About  80  per  cent,  of  the  defects  were  remedied  by  informal 
action  and  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 

Seven  houses  found  to  be  in  such  a  condition  as  to  be  incapable  of 
being  rendered  fit  at  reasonable  cost  were  closed  by  agreement  with  the 
owners,  and  steps  taken  to  prevent  their  being  occupied  by  “  squatters.” 

Houses  in  Clearance  Areas  confirmed  before  the  war  are  now  in 
extremely  poor  condition,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  before  long  the 
Council’s  house-building  programme  will  ensure  that  the  occupants  of 
such  houses  will  be  rehoused  and  their  former  houses  demolished. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  district  by  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water 
Company,  and  has  at  all  times  been  satisfactory  as  regards  quality  and 
quantity. 

All  the  houses  in  the  area,  with  the  exception  of  nine,  have  internal 
water  supply,  the  occupants  of  these  nine  houses  drawing  their  supply 
from  stand-pipes. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  use  of  four  privies  attached  to  houses  which  had  been  closed  was 
discontinued,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  6,936  water  closets, 
23  pail  closets,  and  36  privies  in  use  in  the  district. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 
AND  SALVAGE. 

Personnel. 

There  are  three  drivers,  12  bin-lifters  (one  acts  as  spare  driver),  three 
tip  attendants,  and  two  balers,  all  under  the  supervision  of  the  general 
foreman.

Vehicles. 

There  are  three  Karrier  Bantam  freighters  of  7  cubic  yards  capacity, 
and  each  has  a  salvage  trailer.  One  vehicle  was  purchased  in  1943,  one 
in  1944,  and  one  in  1950.  The  oldest  vehicle  had  to  have  a  complete 
back  axle  fitted  during  the  year  and  its  body  metal  lining  is  showing  signs 
of  extensive  wear. 

Collection  Districts. 

One  freighter  collects  in  Lemington  area,  including  South-West 
Denton  and  part  of  Newburn,  the  second  collects  in  Westerhope  area, 
including  West  Denton,  Blucher,  Walbottle,  and  North  Walbottle,  and 
the  third  collects  in  the  Throckley  area  plus  most  of  Newburn.  As  far 
as  possible  each  freighter  collects  a  similar  number  of  bins.  The  whole 
district  has  a  weekly  collection  with  a  twice  weekly  collection  from 
colliery  houses. 

Disposal. 

There  are  three  tips  in  operation  at  Jingling  Gate,  Westerhope  ; 
Blucher  Quarry  ;  and  the  Riverside,  Newburn,  respectively.  Facilities 
are  granted  to  the  Castle  Ward  Rural  District  Council  to  dispose  of  some 
of  their  refuse  on  the  Westerhope  Tip. 

Salvage. 

Collection  is  effected  by  the  use  of  trailers  attached  to  the  freighters, 
and  appears  to  work  satisfactorily.  The  public  remain  “  salvage- 
conscious  ”  to  a  certain  degree  but  there  is  room  for  much  improvement. 
Far  too  much  paper  still  finds  its  way  into  the  dustbin.  The  fluctuations 
in  demand  by  the  trade  for  salvage  does  not  make  for  easy  running  of 
this  service,  and  it  is  possible  that  storage  of  baled  paper  during  periods 
of  low  demand  will  present  a  serious  problem. 

The  bonus  scheme  introduced  in  1950  has  been  appreciated  by  the 
employees  and  has  helped  to  increase  collection  of  paper. 

The  schools’  salvage  bonus  scheme  introduced  as  a  result  of  a 
suggestion  by  one  of  the  Head  Teachers  has  been  useful  in  teaching  the 
children  to  save  paper,  which  might  otherwise  have  been  destroyed,  and 
money  paid  over  has  been  used  for  school  sports  funds,  &c.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS— ADMINISTRATION. 
FOOD  PREMISES. 


{a)  As  in  previous  years  a  good  deal  of  attention  has  been  paid  to 
premises  where  food  is  handled.  Some  240  visits  were  made  to  such 
premises  and  inspections  showed  a  reasonably  high  standard  of  hygiene 
was  maintained.  Co-operation  between  food  handlers  and  the  Health 
Department  is  good,  and  it  is  rare  to  have  to  issue  other  than  a  preliminary 
notice  in  order  to  have  defects  remedied. 

The  By-lav/s  adopted  in  July,  1950,  have  been  enforced  during  the 
year  but  no  statutory  action  has  been  necessary. 

(b)  A  new  venture  commenced  in  the  area  was  the  preparation  and 
bottling  of  mussels.  Premises  were  opened  in  Newburn  and  later  in 
Lemington,  the  owners  co-operating  readily  in  improvements  to  their 
buildings  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  standard  of  hygiene. 

Samples  of  mussels  before  and  after  treatment  were  submitted 
periodically  for  bacteriological  examination  which  showed  them  to  be  free 
from  pathogenic  organisms. 


ICE-CREAM  REGULATIONS. 

An  increasing  number  of  shop-keepers  are  applying  for  registration 
of  their  premises  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  As  most  of  these  shops  are 
of  the  general  dealer  type,  registration  for  the  sale  of  pre-wrapped  ice¬ 
cream  only  is  granted. 

There  are  only  two  ice-cream  factories  in  this  area,  one  in  Newburn 
and  one  in  Westerhope,  and  both  are  fully  equipped  with  up-to-date 
machinery,  complying  with  the  appropriate  regulations.  The  internal 
walls  of  the  factories  are  completely  tiled  and  the  floors  are  concrete  and 
terrazo.  They  are  maintained  in  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  condition. 


UNSOUND  FOOD. 

It  was  necessary  to  send  warning  letters  to  manufacturers  in  two 
instances,  drawing  attention  to  foreign  matter  in  their  products.  In  one 
case  pieces  of  string  were  found  in  a  loaf  of  bread,  and  in  the  other  a  small 
piece  of  jaw  bone  was  recovered  from  a  meat  pie. 

A  list  of  other  items  of  food  condemned  is  shown  on  page  30  of  the 
report. 


KEEPING  OF  ANIMALS. 

The  number  of  inspections  in  this  connection  was  considerably 
increased  over  those  of  previous  years,  and  conditions  were  found  to  be 
generally  satisfactory.  In  one  case  inadequate  premises  were  replaced 
with  a  building  of  modern  design,  built  in  concrete. 
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KITCHEN  WASTE. 

Owing  to  its  being  such  an  uneconomical  proposition  in  this  district, 
it  was  decided  to  discontinue  the  collection  of  kitchen  waste.  An  official 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  endeavoured  to  persuade  us 
to  adopt  the  system  of  “  individual  containers,”  but  as  there  was  to  be 
no  financial  assistance  to  cover  the  considerable  initial  expenditure,  the 
Council  declined  to  operate  the  system. 


DISINFECTIONS. 

Co-operation  with  the  Chest  Clinic  in  Newcastle  is  excellent,  and 
premises  and  articles  are  disinfected  by  the  Health  Department  at  their 
request  immediately  after  the  removal  of  patients  to  sanatoria. 

Steam  disinfection,  where  necessary,  is  undertaken  by  arrangement 
with  Walker  Gate  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 


FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  and  1948. 

As  shown  in  the  table  on  page  29  of  the  report  all  the  factories  in 
the  area  have  been  inspected,  and  it  was  necessary  in  only  three  cases  to 
require  defects  to  be  remedied. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

Two  sewer  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out,  together  with 
158  surface  treatments.  The  sewers  were  found  to  be  virtually  clear  of 
rats,  and  surface  treatments  were  all  of  a  minor  character. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  Hatton  and  Mrs.  Pigg  for  their 
ready  assistance,  and  to  Mr.  Muxworthy,  general  foreman,  who  has  been 
most  helpful. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Surveyor  has 
been  much  appreciated.
